"Strong handed reform," is laid 


down by M. Stolypin as the keynote 
of his administration in an interview 
today, in which the new Premier ex- 
pressed his confidence that this policy, 
with the aid of the innate patriotism 
of the masses, and the army which "in 
spite of ail reports, is still loyal and 
reliable," will tide the country over 
until the convocation of the next Par- 
liament. 


He emphasized, as did Controller of 


the Empire Schwjinebach, on Sunday, 
the belief that the outlawed Parlia- 
ment was neither representative nor 
capable of 
constructive 
work. 
He 


spoke with special scorn of the lead- 
ers of the Constitutional Democrats, 
not attempting to conceal his improo- 
sion that the quasi respectability of 
the party was but a cover for Insin- 
cerity. 
They did not honestly believe 


in either a general expropriation of 
land or in complete amnesty. 
Their 


advocacy of these features was merely 
a campaign cr,\. 


The Premier stated that the mem- 


bers of Parliament, who were not ar- 
rested for signing the Viborg mani- 
festo, because that would merely have 
conferred a mild and much 
desired 


martyrdom on them. But they would 
uv in.-id responsible tor the slightest at- 
tempts to preach to their constituent 
such as refusal to pay taxes or furnish 
recruits to the army. 


In conclusion the Premier said: 
"There are two distinct movements 


in Russia: 
The first is Social and in- 


cludes the labor and agrarian ques- 
tions. The second is political.

his Identity. 
Later in the night, how- 


ever, ihc campers were aroused by the 
sudden 
preparation.* of 
Ginnis for 


night. The maniac was wild-eyed and 
shaking with a fear. lie. stated to the 
people who sheltered 
him 
that the 


police were after him; he told the 
campers that he 
was 
an 
escaped 


maniac, from tile asylum at Reno; he 
said that'he must flee, as he did not 
intend to return. 
When th» campers 
arose Monday morning they notified 
the Plumas Junction residents. 


Returns to Camp 


\Vith all Ihe innate cunning of his 


kind, Ginnis returned to the tents of 
the campers Monday morning asking; 
for axle grease to paint the while "C" 
on his breast. 
The people dared not 


disobey, and when the maniac pro- 
cured the black grease ho ran into 
the woods nearby where he covered 
the loiter on his hickory shirt with 
this substance to prevent identification. 
The letter was placed on the garment 
by the attendants at the asylum to 
show in the laundry from where it 
was received. 
Ginnis, then, was a 


member of ward C at the asylum. He 
knew that if the 
sheriffs 
sent 
out 


blanks describing him as a dangerous 
escape he would be noted as wearing 
a branded "C" on his clothing. 


Begs for Food 


Ginnis was headed for Sierra City 


when last seen. 
If he is armed, as 


reports have it, the terror of the coun- 
Iry residents is not unfounded. 
The 


people - there know that Ginnis was 
confined to the asylum after attempt- 
ing to hold up the Oberon saloon in 
Reno, and it is not doubted that he Is 
a dangerous maniac to be roaming 
over the country. 
Since his escape 


last Saturday he has had only the 
food to eat which he could beg from 
the inhabitants along the way, 
none of 
whom knew he was a wandering lun- 
atic. 
It is not thought now that Ginnla 


is the man who stole Sheriff Terrell's 
horse and buggy recently near Pyra- 
mid Lake and removed the gun and 
other articles from the rig after driv- 
ing a long distance with It, as he has 
been along the N.-C.-O. Railroad since 
his escape. 
Pyramid is thirty miles 


farther east. The possibility of Ginnis 
being in company with Ahern, another 
escape from the asylum here, is also 
doubted.
